"Thousands of wealthy Americans, 


some of them persons of substantially 
unlimited means and credit, have late- 
ly been reduced to distress in Europe, 
because neither bills of exchange, bank 
checks, or any other form of credit 
was available as means of payment. 
Only gold coin would pass; and the 
travelers had no gold coin until our 
government sent them flve millions in 
battleships by way of relief. 
"Beside the movement of gold from 


one country to another, there is the 
hoarding, or entire disappearance, of 
gold to be considered. France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Russia liave de- 
voted to their war chests no less a 
sum than 2,250 million dollars in gold 
coin; France, 800 millions, Germany 
400 millions, Austria 250 millions, and 
Russia 800 miillions, all of which is 
withdrawn from the circulation, or ear- 
marked in bank reserves; nothing be- 
ing left for the operations of com- 
merce but silver coin and paper 
money. Even Great Britain has issued 
20-shilling and 10-shilllng bank notes. 


J i Gold has disappeared from circula- 


tion in Austria and Hungary, where 
even silver is scarce; Italy is issuing 
silver notes; in Spain gold coin bears 
a premium of 10 per cent; Denmark 
has only a paper circulation, gold hav- 
ing entirely disappeared; Switzerland, 
declaring that she has 'no fluid money' 
has applied to the United States for a 
loan of gold; in Mexico and in many 
ot the Latin-American states there is 
no other money in circulation but pa- 
per notes. 
In short, gold has disap- 
peared and is disappearing from the 
circulation of the commercial world 
avoiding plunder, hiding from insecur- 
ity,

<U a special session oE the county 
board held at ho county clerk's office 
this afternoon- the matter o£ an appro 
priation of some $12,000 by the coun 
ty in order to secure a fund of over 
?'6,000 clue to Rock county from the 
state, was discussed and acted upon. 
There was no opposition evident oa 
the part of the board members to the 
proposal who were alive to the prob- 
lem and realized that the money was 
needed and that the method of secur- 
ing it was as good as could be asked 
for under present conditions.
